This is the celebration of the victories over the armies of Appollonius, the 
governor of Samaria, and of the valor of Judas Maccabeus. War had been renewed 
by a division of the Syrian army from Egypt under Georgias, and Judas in this 
number arouses the failing courage of the people and they set out to meet the enemy.
